There are many things that help to 
strengthen our faith but time and 
Space will not permit us to mention 
them all.

This gives her great 
trouble as the junction is a_ lonely 
place and it is Saturday night and she 
has no money. 

She relates ner sad case to the 
conductor who expresses his sympathy 
but has no encouragement for her. 
As the conductor passed on the poor 
woman is seen to kneel quietly for 
some moments by the side of her 
sick child. As she rises from her 
knees her face seems to show that 
some rays of hope are springing up in 
her heart. Again she calls to the 
conductor as he passes and asked him 
if the train couldn’t be run faster so 
it would reach the junction before the 
other train left but is told that it is 
a scheduled train and must obey or- 
ders. She then asked if she could 
go forward at the next station and 
talk to the engineer. The conductor 
said she might so her faith seemed 
to steadily increase. 

At the next station she hastened 
forward and told her sad story to 
the engineer but received the same 
reply. She then asked, “Are you a 
Christian?” 


He replied, “I trust 1 gm.” 

“Will you pray with me that God 
will delay the other train until we 
arrive there?” 

The engineer says, “I promised I 
would but my faith is very weak. I 
noticed her face seemed to brighten 
as she hurried back to her sick child. 
Well, I had promised to pray and it 
seemed I must. And as I prayed I 
couldn’t help drawing the lever back 
farther and farther until my engine 
seemed to dart through the air like 
an arrow. My fireman caught the 
spirit, jerked off his over jacket, 
rolled up his sleeves, picked up his 
shovel and began to spread the coal 
through the great fire box.

ARRIVED SAFELY IN CHINA. 


Tsinanfu, Shantung, China. 
Sept. 28, 1922. 
Dear Saints of the Church of 

Family—Greetings in Jesus’ 

dous Name: 

How near and dear you all seem to 
Me now as I write this letter which 
you will receive just about Assembly 
time! How I would love to have met 
you all in our lovely auditorium and 
together enjoy the blessings of the 
| reba But God ordained otherwise and 

am now sending my greeting from 
faraway China. 

Our first sight of Chinese soil was 
wome of her islands far to the south 
ef us. The sea was of a muddy color 
and quite calm compared with the 
ocean. Next we sailed into the mouth 
of the Yangste river even before we 
could see land. When we could, it 
Was very low on the horizon. As we 
sailed on farther we could detect 
green trees and houses with thatched 
roefs. It was lovely scenery but very 
different from that of Japan. 

Many Chinese sailing vessels with 
huge black sails, a large one in the 
center, smaller ones at each end, the 
larger of the two in back went past 
us out to the sea. Many were deco- 
rated with huge dragon heads and 
tails, some of them in bright colors. 
When we reached Woosung, the Em- 
press landed and we transferred to a 
small launch. Brother Rushin came 
down on the launch to meet his dear 
family for whom he had been waiting 
so fong. As we got off the launch, 
coolies grabbed for the baggage, piling 
and roping all they ceuld carry on 
to a pole which two of them carried 
together to the custom house. They 
dropped them down any where they 
could and we had to find our own 
and take it to the bench under our 
letter and await the custom officer. 
We opened up every thing and he 
poked his fingers into one end and 
marked them and put down the 
charges. I paid ten cents for two 
pieces. I did not have a trunk as it 
was left behind in Seattle, it arrived 
too late for the Empress of Canada. 
it is now on the way between Shang- 
hai and Tsinanfu. It was only a little 
test but I praise the Lord for it. I 
Was expecting it today but as _ it 
comes by freight I must wait for five 
days yet. Praise the Lord! Halle- 
lujah! 

When Sister Rushin got to the 
other end of the custom house from 
where we entered there was Whur, 
her Chinese boy, peering in at the bars, 
which he couldn’t pass, looking anxi- 
ously for her and the children. Some 
coolies outside noticed he was not one 
of them so they began beating him. 
Brother Rushin had to go out and 
Stop them. This is one of the jobs 
of a missionary whether the victim 
may be your own “son” or not. Once 
on the outside there began a clamor 
as to rickshaws and wheelbarrows, 
hotel coolies and other. strange folks 
in long pig-tails or oddly shaven heads. 

I had just met a sweet sister and 
stepped back on something when I 
saw Whur for the first time. He was 
bare headed with black hair parted 
On the left side and hanging almost 
fn his eyes. He wore long blue 
Koozas or loose pants and a blue 
Shagwaza or short coat. We then 
got in rickshaws and parceled out 
the baggage. It was my first rick- 
Shaw ride and the man who pulled 
me wore a queue. 


We then went to the Pentecostal 
Missionary Home where we stayed 
for several days. We went over to 
Ghina Inland Mission one night. It 
was missionary home coming service. 
China is home to all her missionaries. 
We saw several of our friends that 
We made on the boat. It was good 
to hear them tell of their experiences 
while on furlough. We went to hear 
Brother Poehill of England preach. 
He spoke English and a young mis- 
Slonary sister interpreted. He is a 
Pentecostal missionary and speaks 
mandarin. The dialect of Shanghai 
is different so he needed an inter- 
preter. He did a good work there in 
the London mission, the first church 
of Shanghai. It is not Pentecostal 
but was used by him as it is the 
largest church in Shanghai. When 
the meetings were over Brother Pol- 
hili made Brother Rushin a gift of 
eighty dollars as he had advertised 
for him and he gave it to the Church 
of God. Praise the Lord for Brother 
Pothill! May the Lord bless him.

Sunday morning we attended a real 
Pentecostal meeting where four were 


saved. We testified and the same 
sister who interpreted for Brother 
Polhill did for us also. She and her 


mother and brother have that mission. 
They believe like we do and are con- 
sidering the Church of God. Hallelu- 
jah! “They are coming, coming com- 
irs, there is music in the air.” 


We left Shanghal Thursday morn- 
ing about nine o’clock for Tsinanfu, 
our destination on borrowed money. 
We gladly went third class, sitting 
on board seats running lengthwise of 
the car among a crowd of ill-smelling 
Chinese. But we love them. Praise 
the Lord. He sent us to bring them 
the good tidings of great joy which 
Shall be to all people. To save ex- 
cess baggage we carried all we co ud 
with us. I am sure you woul4 “Lave 
been ashamed of us had you seen us 
and would have been sorry that you 
had not enabled us to come second 
class and not have so much baggage. 
We had many experiences with our 
baggage. First of all we got into the 
wrong car and had to transfer to an- 
other several cars away. Finally we 
all got seats and everything stowed 
away where we could keep our eyes 
on them. 

As we went aloug we could see 
on each side of the railroad rice 
fields from green to harvested grain 
fs we went farther north. Each field 





was separated from the other by tall 
grass banked ditches. Water stood 
on the fields in many places. Wesaw 
them harvest rice by pulling up the 
plants before they were quite ripe and 
dry. These were put into the water 
for sometime then hung fruit down- 
ward on poles to dry. In _ larger 
fields they were gathered in barges 
in the flooded fields and dried on the 
banks. All their grains are threshed 
on a clean swept hard earthen thresh- 
ing floor by either human or animal 
power driven rollers. The grain is 
then poured from basket to basket in 
the wind that the chaff may blow 
away. Don’t be the chaff in the 
Church of God. 

Everywhere along the way could be 
seen mounds, tombstones, stone, brick 
or mortar vaults and often huge bare 
wooden coffins representing the many 
millions of Chinese who died without 
a knowledge of the gospel. ~ 

Dear ones, do all you can to help 
carry the Gospel to all nations. We, 
of the Church of God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth, the body of Christ 
are one large family. All we are, all 
we have and all we do is for the 
Church of God. We are not afraid of 
doing too much for her. We are only 
sorry we can’t do more and make 
greater sacrifices for her. We _ love 
the Church of God and know that 
she is right. Of course we want the 
world to know it, too. The Chinese 
are very intelligent and see the lack 
in the teachings of other missions and 
churches and in the lives of the mis- 
sionaries. It is up to us to teach the 
full gospel of love, mercy, peace, pow- 
er, signs wonders, government and all 
to these dear precious souls in China. 
Oh, how I love all my dear Chinese 
brothers and sisters tn the Church of 
God. They are just as much Church 
of God as we are. I can feel that 
spirit of unity while with them in 
meeting or in their homes, although 
I can’t understand what they say. I 
know their greeting of “Ping on,” are 
you happy? and “zama Yashu,” hal- 
lelujah, amen, praise Jesus. I am 
learning quite a little but expect to 
soon to get a regular teacher. 


There are only three little church- 
es of God in China among the hun- 
dreds of millions of Chinese who have 
never heard even the gospel story. It 
is quite a task for us but Jesus said, 
“Go Ye.” And this gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the world 
for a witness unto all nations; and 
then shall the end come.” Matt. 24:14. 
We all want Jesus to come and are 
anxiously waiting for the rapture. 
What are we doing to hasten His 
coming? 

Here is one brother among many 
others who uses all he makes for 
the Church of God, from caring for 
his wife who preaches and wins the 
souls to paying the mission rent and 
helping the native preachers. How 
about it? Haven’t you more than 
you really need? Can’t you sacrifice 
a little, too? You know it won’t be 
long till Jesus comes when we ll 
shall have even more than we could 
desire.

Schools 


The going away of so many people 
in the summer is liable to leave the 
work of many congregations in dif- 
ficulties. This is especially true of 
the Sunday school. Many  superin- 
tendents and teachers will be missed 
from their accustomed places. Any 
class, department, or Sunday school 
left to care for itself for several 
weeks will fall to pieces. 

The wise superintenaent will guard 
against disastrous results by making 
suitable adjustments before  disinte- 
gration sets in. In many cases sub- 
stitute teachers can be found for 
those who go away. While many peo- 
ple leave home for the summer, not 
a few return for the same reason. 
Many school teachers and college 
students who make excellent teacher 
material may be secured to serve 
through the vacation period and 
thus, the summer may be tided over 


with little damage to the Sunday 
school but definite arrangements 
should be made before a teacher goes 
away. 


Where substitute veacners cannot 
be had, the next best plan is the 
temporary consolidations of classes or 
even of departments. As the last 
resort it is better to dismiss a class 
until the teacher returns than to have 
them come Sunday after Sunday and 
sit in their place with no teacher or 
with a mere “pick up” who has made 
no preparations to teach. 


These statements apply to the man- 
agement of the school as well as to 
class work. No superintendent or 
other officer should go off for an 
extended absence without seeing that 
there is some one te take his place. 
Of course where such officers have 
assistants who stay at home, these 
problems are solved.
